It claims 
no infallibility for itself, does not apply 
to itself the title, ‘Word of God,’ and yet 
is largely the product of inspiration from 
spirit spheres, When rightly understood, 
and interpreted it is full of instruction, 
inspiration and comfort to men. When 
interpreted according to the ideas of the 
past, and by the standards of orthodxy, 
it contradicts science, bars reason, hin- 
ders human progress and becomes a joke 
and burden to progressive minds. 

“The Bible is the ‘word spoken by 
angels,’ and the angels who come from 
heaven and inspire men and minister to 
men were formerly men and women of 
our earth life. Communications between 
the material and spiritual realms is a 
scientific and historic truth, and all the 
great advances in science and invention, 
like wireless telegraphy, are showing the 
purely natural character of spirit com- 
munication.
